Danube flotilla of four gunboats, two 
monitors and two torpedo boats steam­ 
ed toward Belgrade this 
afternoon. 
W hile no announcement was 
made 
that their mission was hostile, this 
disposition of the flotilla is considered 
ominous. 
Em ployes of all street rail­ 
ways have been ordered to report to 
reserve regiment commanders tomor­ 
row. 
All indications point to war, hut 
officials refuse 
to 
comment. 
The 
greatest excitement prevails. 
Thousands swarmed in the streets 
when the report was spread that the 
Danube fleet had sailed. 
Excitem ent 
was increased when the officials re­ 
fused to break their silence. 
Business 
languisheu and many of the smaller 
shops were closed. 
Austria sees grave portent in Rus­ 
sia's reported order for the mobiliz­ 
ing of twenty-four army corps, which 
will be more than eight hundred thou­ 
sand men. 
The newspaper offices 
were 
be­ 
sieged by excited 
citizens 
following 
the flotilla’s departure. They demand­ 
ed to know whether war had been de­ 
clared. 
The newspapers are helpless, 
as they have been officially forbidden 
to publish accounts of naval and m ili­ 
tary movements.

R U S SIA ’S M O B IL IZ A T IO N 
CAUSES E X C IT E M E N T 


V IE N N A , Nov. 23.— This 
city 
is 
greatly excited over the announcement 
of the Reich post that Russia is mob­ 
ilizing twenty-four army corps. 
The 
stock market is steadily 
dropping, 
and financiers are anxious. 
Austria 
already has five hundred 
thousand 
troops on a war footing. 
News that the Austrian fleet 
has 
proceeded 
toward 
Belgrade 
also 
caused further sensation here. 
The 
various war ministers are preserving 
a strict silence. 
They refuse to even 
give an intimation of what the people 
may expect. 
The general opinion is 
that the government is making a dem­ 
onstration against Servia, hoping the 
Servians will heed the warning and 
abandon their port, plans. 
It is pointed 
out that the demonstration w ill serve 
a double purpose as the 
fleet 
and 
troops w ill be on the ground first in 
the event that Servia »eruses to back 
down. 
The greatest curiosity is felt 
as to the portent of the conference at 
Berlin of the field marshals of the 
Austrian and German armies. 
Rus­ 
sian activity is causing speculation 
and alarm. 
Be rlin Look s For W ar 
B E RL IN , Nov. 23.— There was pub­ 
lic consternation when it was learned 
that Austrian Field M arshal Shimua 
arrived here secretly 
this 
morning 
and immediately went into conference 
with Field M arshal Von Moltke, the 
German army chief of staff. Shim ua’s 
visit follows immediately yesterday’s

strian Archduke Franz Ferdinand.

The grand jury that w ill be drawn 
in the superior court next 
Monday 
will have one duty to perform in ad­ 
dition to those given grand juries in 
the past. 
Under a recent state law, 
the grand jury is required to make 
an investigation into the condition of 
county offices in regard to additional 
compensation and deputies, and make 
a recommendation to the state legis­ 
lators in relation to amenuments to 
the county government 
act, which 
establishes salaries and deputies of 
county officers. 
The Orange county grand jury w ill 
have before it a proposal to establish 
a new judgeship in Orange county. 
Two years ago there was a move­ 
ment to give this county two judges 
instead of one as the county now has, 
but no action was taken.

After a minute inquiry into all the 


circum stances of the shooting of the 
burglar on Durant street, 
north of 
Fifteenth street, by Deputy 
Sheriff 
G. C. Law Thursday evening, the cor­ 
oner’s 
jury 
yesterday 
afternoon 
brought in a verdict exonerating Law, 
a verdict that met the approval of 
everybody who heard the evidence. 
The gist of the reason for the shoot­ 
ing was that John Donald 
Coleman, 
the burglar, had his revolver pointed 
at George L. nates when Law shot to 
hit, and he diu hit and kill the bur­ 
glar. 
Bates and Law were the prin­ 
cipal 
witnesses. 
When 
Hates 
ran 
around to intercept the burglar, the 
Burglar paused and aimed his gun at 
Bates. 
Bates crouched 
and 
turned 
his shoulder, expecting to take the 
bullet in the shoulder. 
Coleman’s re­ 
volver snapped, just as it had when 
he tried to kill Law a few 
seconds 
before when the fight began. 
Law 
shot to kill Coleman to save 
Bates. 
He fired twice, the last time just as 
Coleman whirled toward Bates, stag­ 
gered and whirled and 
fell on his 
face and roiled over on his back, the 
gun clasped in his hand across his 
breast. 
Charles Roll, who was 
Coleman’s 
companion, was put on the stand. He 
said he spelled his name Roll though 
it is pronounced Rail. 
Roll said he came 
here 
June 10, 
and as a cook has w'orked at the Pa l­ 
ace, Royal, Sycam ore and 
Daly res­ 
taurants. 
He denied 
having taken 
part in any of the burglaries except 
the fatal one of Thursday night. 
Roll 
said he got acquainted with 
Coleman, whom 
he 
knewr only as 
Slim , at Birch Park, and 
met him 
often. 
He said he 
gradually 
“ got 
wise” to the fact that Slim was re­ 
sponsible tor m any of the burglaries 
occurring in town. 
He said Slim got 
permission to leave suit 
cases 
and 
other stolen goods at 
Ro ll’s 
room. 
Every few days Slim would take some 
of the stuff to Los Angeles 
to he 
sold. 
He would pay Roll fifty cents 
or a dollar every time he left anything 
there. 
Coleman told him about some 
of the thefts, and only intimated his 
part in others by saying
